NKEST IN ULSTER. 
How much is real and how much is 
bluff in the. present bellicose attitude | 
adopted by Ulster toward Irish home rule 
the events of the next twelve months will 
show. Certain it is, however, that the 
Orangemen will go as far as they dare in 
resisting the establishment of. an Irish 
parliament on College Green. Had Belfast 
been chosen for the national capital, prob- 
ably the shoe would have been on the 
other foot. / 

At present the fate of the home-rule bill 
still hangs in the balance. In all likell- 
hood a general election will be held in 
Great Britain next spring, and should the 
Asquith-George government be defeated at 
the polls, home rule will inevitably go by 
the board. Shorn of their veto, the House 
of Lords is still an effective power in shelv- 
ing legislation. They can hold back Irish 
home rule long enough to call for another 
popular verdict on the subject.. 

It may be simply to stir up feeling 
against the bill, to magnify the possible 
perils that will follow its passage, that 
Ulster. Unionists are uttering such dire 
threats of battle and bloodsied. It may be 
that they are really storing arms and am- 
munition and secretly drilling their men, in 
contemplation of an actual resort to arms. 

In either case their action is ill-advised. 
Threats of lawless resistance to a lawful 
authority never yet gained popular support 
for any cause. Armed rebellion against the 
whole force of Great Britain could only end 
in disaster for Ulster. Considering the un- 
certainty in the passage of the present 
home-rule bill, Ulster is acting somewhat 
like a passionate child. If the present bill 
becomes law, she has sufficient prestige, 
wealth and intelligence to make her wishes 
regarded in an parliament sitting in 
the capital city of Dublin. 

Great Britain is not Mexico. A resort to 
arms on the part of the malcontents in 
Ulster is at present a fantastic dream to 
be followed by a desperate awakening. 
Ulster is not only crossing a bridge before 
she comes to it; she is attempting to blow 
up a bridge that may never exist. : 

So many issues, outside of the Irish ques- 
tion, will come before the British voters at 
the next general election that the return 
of a majority favorable to all the policies 
of the present Liberal government is very 
doubtful. Discontent has been spread 
broadcast by the socialistic measures 
forced on the people by Chancellor Lioyd 
George, the compulsory insurance and min- 
imum wage bills, the regulation of domes- 
tic help and others of that ilk. Many Irish 


consider their own grievances before those 
of their Irish fellow-citizens. No right- 
minded man doubts any longer the justice 
of Ireland’s claims; a great many right- 
minded men doubt the influence of Lioya 
George's socialism. The result of: the Mar- 
coni inquiry in the House of Commons will 
not help the supporters of the Liberal gov-

troublesome and it was necessary to 
at least temporarily cease operations, 

With the beginning of active hos- 
tilities (Guaymas being in posses- 
sion of the Federals) it was necessary 
to remove the entire force down the 
coast to Fundicion where Cananea 
capitalists had a large amelter. The 
company included fifty persons of 
both sexes, and the trip was a hazard- 
ous and difficult one.. The refugees 
were placed in the works and so as 
to protect them from the night at- 
tacks of the predatory Yaquis, a 
barbed wire fence was run around the 
inclosure. This was charged with 
500 volts of electricity. Before the 
Yaquis learned that, however, the 
night was pierced with the cries of 
pain and surprise caused by the in- 
vaders trying to mount the fence. 
The word soon got round that it was 
“loaded” and the trouble ceased, ‘ 

Connell, there being a semblance 
of quiet in that vicinity, later on went 
into a partnership with a companion 
on the job, and they. rented a sixty- 
acre alfalfa ranch near Esperanza, 
but this they were compelled to leave 
on acount of the activity of the 
rebels. 

More than a month ago Connell 
made up his mind to quit the country

A President of the 
United States once practically forbade 
the railroads to reducé wages, at a 
time when they were in sore straits. 
But labor must now take its choice 
between wage reduction and increase‘ 
efficiency and productiveness. There 
must be an amendment under the 
stress of competition from countries 
where labor is cheaper. If that com- 
petition shall really become threat- 
ening, employers will, as of old, look 
to their labor costs for a saving. It 
ean be effected in either way; either 
by the lower wage or by the response 
in good faith of the wage earner to 
the demand that he put more of his 
heart, his intelligence and his music 
into his work.”

The man who talks glibly 
about a strike being the only con- 
sideration, and the man who thinks 
of nothing else than withholding his 
labor on every question, is not a 
friend of the workingman."’ 
These words of Mr. Thomas should 
be pregnant with meaning for all 
members of trades unions in this 
country who are willing to be rea-

Business Principles Forces Univers- 
ity Graduates Into Menial Positions. 


(BY. A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 21.—0Of 
the 700 members of the San Fran- 
cisco Dishwashers’ Union, 100 are col- 
lege graduates. This, it is said, is a 
greater proportion of college men 
than can be found in any other labor 
organization in the country. 

The statistics were compiled by two 
members of the union, one of whom 


says he is a former instructor in 
mathematics in an eastern college. He 
resigned from that positior!, he said 
today, to engage in a small business 
in Oswego, N. Y. 

“Naturally, I do not care to reveal 
my name,” he remarked. “Not that I 
think that there is any disgrace in 
what I am doing. In fact, I am proud 
of some of the friendships I have 
made in this work, and I have the 
highest respect for many of the 
union members. We dishwashers pre- 
sent a case of men who have found 
themselves unable to cope with some 
of the harsh requirements of life. 

“T was absolutely unfitted for busi- 
ness, but I might have succeeded if I 
had had even a rudimentary knowl- 
edge of business affairs. I was un- 
married and came West with just 
enough money to keep me a week. At 
first I tried rough work, but I was 
unable to endure the hardships of the 
men who had never known any oth- 
er sort of toil. So I became a dish- 
wacher.” 

The San Francisco Dishwashers’ 
Union is the only one of its kind, it 
is said, In the United States. A dish- 
washer gets $10 a week.

Railroad Disasters Are Result of 

Carelessness of Employees Heid in 

Their Place by Union Domination. 

{Boston Advertiser:] An important 
series of investigations into accidents 
connected with railroads and railroad 
stations on its lines has just been con- 
cluded by the Pennsylvania Railroad. 
The accidents have included every- 
thing of the sort from the most seri- 
ous to the most trivial. Apparently 
the investigation has been as com- 
plete as it has been possible to make 
it. The conclusion to which the in- 
vestigators have come is startling. 
They declare that 70 per cent. of the 
accidents are preventable and that 
care on the part of employees would

It 
It seems that the lack of care on the 
part of railroad employees is the one 
great item in the causation of acci- 
dents. In order to make the em- 
ployees more careful the road has 
issued a report of the investigation 
for their pefusal and has formulated 
a new set of rules for their observ- 
ance, 
* These steps are all very well, but 
these are about all that the railroad 
authorities can take under the pres- 
ent circumstances. The great dif- 
ficulty in the railroad situation to- 
day-is that the officers of the roads 
do not have the power of “hiring and 
fi .” The result of the activity of 
the unions has been to take away 
from the railroads the right to rid 
themselves of employees who are not 
found to exercise due care in the per- 
formance of their duties. A story is 
n going the rounds, illustrative of 
the way in which the situation has 
developed. At a station, not to be 
named, is a signal man who is not 
particularly alert. Because of this 
characteristic on the part of the sig- 
nal man, three serious accidents have | 
taken place, but the road is quite un- 
able to retire the signal man. 

The public is making large de- 
mands upon the railroads today. Some 
of these demands are reasonable and 
some are not so regarded, but it is 
not fair that the roads should be com- 
pelled to try to do their work with 
employees of whom they cannot be 
rid and then blamed for the failures 
of such employees. The situation on 
the Pennsylvania is probably not un- 
like that on a good many other roads, 
but the public does not understand 
this.

Until this is 
granted there will always be more ac- 
cidents on American railroads than 
there should be and the public, which 

ays all bills in the end, will face 
an annual death toll as a result of 
the system which has the railroads 
in its grip today. If the unions have 
of self-preservation with 
which they are sometimes credited 
they should see the position in which 
they are putting themselves before the 
crash comes and change their slant; 
but this is rather too much to expect.

STRIKE OF. IN TOWN. 


Standard’s “Coyote” Well Encount- 

ers Showing, but Will Probably Be 

Drilled Deeper. 

FULLERTON, June 19. — The 
Standard Ofl Company has struck a 
showing of oil in its “Coyote” well, 
located within the city limits of Full- 
erton. and only about a mile from 
the business center. The showing was 
encountered at about 2600 feet, but 
the hole will be put down 3000 feet 
or more, if necessary. Three or four 
other wells are drilled inside the town. 

The St. Heleng Petroleum Com- 
pany, operating about a mile east of 
the Amalgamated, has its well down 
£100 feet, the last ninety feet of the 
hole being in ofl sand. It is said that 
thus far the well, including casing and 
labor. has cost only about $10,000, 
which would be comparatively eco- 
nomical.

The new foreman on the second 
Strain Well has had good luck so far. 
No. 2 has been put down 1600 feet 
in sixteen days, at a total cost of not 
over $2500, while the first was on the 
drill for fifteen months. A rotary is 
used as in the case of the first well. 

The North American Ol] Company, 
on the Klokke ranch, is down 2000 
feet with a rotary drilling outfit, but 
is now changing to cable tools. It 
requires eleven men to operate the 
rotary. while only four are needed 
with the cable tools. 

The Amalgamated is making rapid 
progress on its new well, which was 
started in April. This company gets 
good returns from its production 
every month, and has room on its 
lease for a large number of wells. 
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GEOLOGY VERSUS THE DRILL. 


T I5 INTERESTING to consider just 

how much geology and geologists 

have done in discovering, develop- 
ing and extending the oil fields of Cal- 
ifornia. Geology is a great science 
and geologists have given the world 
much valuable information, which, 
however, for the most patt, is purely 
scientific. Whether their rts have 
been of any real value i an indus- 
trial or commercial sense, tn connec- 
tion with the ofl business in Califor- 
nia, is doubtful. 


Anticlines, synclines, breaks, faults 
and lines are-all right in their way, 
but there is much homely wisdom in 
the remark made by the old driller 
when a company of oll men was dis- 
cussing “lines,” ete. He said: “Yes, 
your line theory may be all right, but 
give me the line with the tools on 
of it. That's the line that 
ge grease.”

Geological theories have amounted 
to very little in assisting the California 
operator in making his locations. One 
man can see into the ground about as 
far as another. Time and time again 
the geologist has declared when or 
where not to drill a well, only to have 
his advice made the subject of ridi- 
cule by “the line with the tools on 
the end of it.” 

It is interesting to’'watch from year

FAIL OF PURPOSE. 


STANDARD MAY ESOAPE EFFECTS 
OF PIPE LINE LAW. 


Confiscatory Legisiation, Foisted on 
State at Recent “Session,” and Evi- 
dently Aimed at Standard Oil 
Company, May Hurt Only Other 
Pipe Line Concerns. 


Gov. Johnson has signed the com- 
mon carrier pipe-line billie passed by 
the late Legislature against the pro- 
test of every pipe-line operator in the 
State, except the Standard Oi! Com- 


pany, against which the bills are 
ostensibly aimed. The Standard did 


not publicly oppose them—some say 
because the officials at San Francisco 
believed that their opposition would 


simply make the passage of the bills 
all the more certain; others say that 
they are so certain that the billie will 
be found unconstitutional that they 
have no fears; while others think that 
there is no chance of ever putting the 
common carrier provision into prac- 
tical operation so far as the Standard 
is concerned, but that it may pos- 
sibly be upheld as far as other pipe 
lines in the State are concerned, as 
they have mostly exercised the right 
of eminent domain in condemning 
righta of way or have acquired fran- 
chises to cross or traverse public 
streets or highways, all of which the 
ye has carefully refrained from 
doing. 


L. P. St. Clair, president of the In- 
dependent Producers’ Agency, who 
has accomplished so much for the 
upholding of the independent opera- 
tors’ rights and who saved them from 
the necessity of virtu@ily giving away 
their oll when the Lakeview gusher 
came in, was one of the most active 
opponents of the common carrier bill 
when it was pending. He went to 
Sacramento and fought it ore the 
committee in charge, but its mem- 
bers were absolutely under the 
domination of Francis J. Heney, who 
drew the bill and drove it through 
roughshod, That Heney had the back- 
ing of the Governor in this work, was 
well understood.

METALLURGY, 
CHEMISTRY. 


LOS ANGELES, June 3.—Q.: I have 


a question in métallury that I ask 
your advice on. If you were going to 


make a smal!) bar of bullion out of 
silver-lead (galenite) ore, how would 
you p 7? What amount of fluxes 
would you use, or would you use 
any? I have tried soda, borax and 
cyanide of potash, and my assay 
“froze” to the walls of the crucible. 
The ore runs 65 per cent. lead, with 
$55 in silver to the ton ore. ‘ 

“FURNACE.” . 

A.: It would require much space to 
give all of the processes, wet and 
dry, as used by metallurgists. We shal! 
confine our answer to the fire method 
and that of amalgamation. 

(1.) Roast the galenite with free 
access of air, and when part of the 
lead is oxidized to sulphate, some of 
it to oxide, and a remainder to the 
assay unchanged, then cover the cru- 
cible, raise to white heat, and sulphur 
dioxide will be given off with lead 
remaining in the crucible. At the 
smelters some little lime is added to 
the galenite, which forms a slag with 
the impurities in the ore, and in the 
lead recovered the silver will be 


present. 

(2.) On a small scale you can: cu- 
pel the silver into a button by vola- 
tilizing the lead “up ‘the chimney” 
from the muffier In the furnace. 

(3.) By the Pattison process the 
lead is melted and permitted to cool 
somewhat; lead crsytals soon appear 
and are removed, by a strainer. Melt | 
again and remove more of the lead 
crystals from the partly cooled fu- 
sion. Continue this melting, cooling 
and skimming of lead crystals until 
you have an alloy very rich in silver, 
then by cupellation separate the 


ver. 

(4.) Mortar the ore to quite a fine 
product, then add half (in volume) 
milled ore, with half salt (sodium 
chioride,) and the silver present be- 
comes chioride. Add water to the 
mass until it is on the order of a thin 
paste-like substance; then place some 
minute pieces of scrap iron into the 
solution and agitate t mixture for 
four or five hours. The agitating of 
the scrap tron and liquid is easily 
accomplished where electric power 
and so-called iron analysis flasks are 
at hand, and in the absence of such 
power we have seen an old sewil 
machine rigged up (lathe like) with 
the operator revolvi an ordinary 
screw-top preserving r filled with 
the pasty substance and scrap iron 
referred to. The objective point to be 
gained by this “shaking up” of the 
mixture is to withdraw chlorine from 


the silver. 
As a finishing touch, mercury 
(quicksilver) is added, and the agi- 


tation is continued until an amaigam 
of silver and mercury is obtained, 
then squeeze the amalgamated mix- 
ture through a chamois skin (or ev- 
ery-day sheepskin,) and in _ the

It is not always convenient to ob- 
tain proprietary waterproof dressing 
for boots, and one of the best sub- 
stitutes, and ore easily carried ia 
cocoanut butter ,(sometimes called 


cocoa butter,) which can be procured 


of any druggist. To apply this dress- 
ing, the “butter” should be softened 
by heating and applied when the pores 
of the leather have been o ead up 
by heating the boot over the stove or 
preferably in the -oven. Care, of 
course, must be taken not to burn 
the boot. The butter should be melted 
and applied just as one applies tallow.

YOUR SHOES FIT.

The fitting of boots for vacation 
purposes should receive the same 
careful consideration that is generally 
applied to the fitting of dress and 
street shoes. Popriy fitted outing 
shoes are probably more of a detri- 
ment to a pleasant outing than any- 
thing else. 

The above is not an untried theory, 
‘but is my personal opinion based upon 
my own experience and facts resultant 
from my long asS8ociation with the 
shoe business. 

Mountain boots must be rugged 
enough to stand the sharp rocks and 
yet be light enough to cause the least 
amount of exertion to carry them 
around. | 

Be sure that your shoes are fitted 


TO PREVENT RUST IN RIFLES. 

In looking over rifles when out with 
a@ party, just after they have been 
freshly cleaned, I have come to the 
conclusion that the average rifleman 
does succeed in getting the barrel 
of his favorite rifle thoroughly cleaned 
before putting it away, no matter how 
hard he tries. After the most care- 
ful cleaning to remove smokeless pow- 
der residue, using kerosene or am- 
monia and then wiping dry, there still 
remains a film or deposit, of some sort 
which absorbs moisture’ to such an 
extent that the barrel if left ungreased 
for an hour or two will be badly 
rusted. To get this last thin film of 
residue out of the barrel use precip- 
itate of chalk. After cleaning the bar- 
rel thoroughly in the ordinary way, 
powder wiping cloths with precipitate 
of chalk and run them through the 
barrel until you can wipe the bore 
with a freshly chalked cloth and have 
it come out as clean and white as 
when putin. For the final rust pre- 
ventive, to be used after the bore is 
thoroughly cleaned with precipitate 
of chalk, use mercurial olntment. 
which is an excellent gun grease, and
